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NOTES  ON  THE  1790  CENSUS. 


1.  The  first  Federal  Census  of  the  entire  United  States  was  taken  in  1790. 

The  first  complete  enumeration  in  England  and  in  France  was  made  in  1801, 

•  . 

2.  The  1790  enumeration  was  to  start  on  the  first  Monday  in  August  (2  Aug 

1790)  an  be  completed  within  9  months.  Later,  the  Vermont  enumeration  pe¬ 
riod  was  changed  to  the  5  months  following  the  1st  Monday  in  April  1791. 

Every  person  whose  usual  place  of  abode  was  in  any  family  on  the  aforesaid 
1st  Monday  in  August  was  to  be  returned  in  such  family;  any  person  with  no 
usual  place  of  abode  was  to  be  listed  in  the  district  where  he  was  on  the 
1st  Monday  in  August;  temporary  absentees  were  to  be  enumerated  where  they 
usually  resided.  It  is  probable  that  in  all  States  except  Vermont  and  in 
South  Carolina  the  enumeration  was  completed  v ithin  the  specified  9  months. 

5.  Enumerators  were  paid  $1.00  for  every  ^00  pereons  listed  in  towns  of  more 
than  5000  persons,  $1,00  for  every  150  persons  in  country  districts,  end  $1,00 
for  not  fewer  than  50  persons  in  special,  sparsely  settled  districts.  In  add¬ 
ition,  they  received  $4.00  for  posting,  at  two  places  in  their  districts,  cor¬ 
rect  copies  of  their  schedules,  showing  the  number  of  inhabitants  within  their 
districts.  Enumerators  furnished  their  own  caper,  hence  the  lack  of  uniform¬ 
ity  in  the  original  schedules. 

4.  The  1790  schedules  of  some  states  are  missing,  but  the  returns  for  those 
States  in  which  Bunkers  have  been  found  are  said  to  be  complete. 

5.  The  original  schedules  were  arranged,  Paginated,  and  indexed  by  the  De¬ 
partment  of  the  Interior  in  1697*  In  some  schedules  the  names  are  listed  al¬ 
phabetically,  showing  that  they  were  made  up  from  preliminary  field  notes;  o- 
there  seem  to  be  arranged  in  the  order  in  v'hich  the  persons  were  found,  and 
hence  furnish  evidence  as  to  propinquity  of  families.  New  England  returns 
are  arranged  by  towns  (except  in  New  London  County,  Conn.);  New  York  returns 
are  usually  by  townships  under  each  county;  the  returns  for  the  Southern  States 
are  by  counties  only. 

6.  The  original  schedules  for  Maine,  New  Hampshire,  Massachusetts,  and  Conn¬ 
ecticut  are  now  bound  together  in  one  volume  for  each  state.  The  records  of 
all  States  have  been  issued  in  printed  form  (now  out  of  print)  ind  the  cage 
numbers  herein  refer  to  pages  in  the  printed  edition,  in  which  each  State  is 
represented  by  a  separate  volume. 

7.  It  has  been  estimated  that  250,000  persons  immigrated  into  the  United 
States  from  1790  to  1820,  and  2,455,815  more  came  in  from  1821  to  1850. 

8.  Of  the  free  white  females  listed  in  the  1790  census,  the  fol loving  percent* 
are  calculated  to  have  been  16  yrs  or  older:-  Maine  49$,  New  Hampshire  52$, 
Vermont  46$,  Massachusetts  56.7$>  Connecticut  56.5$,  New  York  49.5$.  The  av¬ 
erage  for  the  whole  census  is  51.7$;  that  is,  of  all  listed  females,  approxi¬ 
mately  one-half  were  under  16.  In  New  England,  the  family  averaged  5.7  mem¬ 
bers,  2.7  of  whom  were  under  16. 

9.  This  census  enumerates  27,557  different  surnames.  It  lists  100  families 
named  Bunker  (or  Bonker),  comprising  480  persons.  Of  these,  2  families  in  New 
Hampshire  were  actually  named  BOWKER  (See  NH  sheet)  and  two  in  Mass,  were  prob¬ 
ably  named  BOUKER,  as  explained  on  the  Maes,  sheet.  In  N.Y.,  18  families  were 
named  BONKER.  With  these  corrections,  the  distribution  of  BUNKER  families
